“At first only two of us listened 
to you, but gradually more and 
more of the fellows became inter- 
ested until now all seventeen of us 
gather about the radio at 6:45 ev- 
ery night to hear your lectures. 
They are as good as we get in our 
class rooms. 


“Karly in the semester one of 
the fellows was forced, because of 
pecuniary difficulties, to take a job 
in a beer joint. He suffered so 
much humiliation at the hands of 
his boss and the drunken patrons 
of the cafe that he almost went 
mad. Finally, we decided to help 
this fellow. We all pitched in and 
offered to help him so he could 
quit his job. You will never know 
how relieved and happy that boy 
was to get out of that wretched 
place. ' 


“Since we have given up beer 
drinking we have noticed great im- 
provement in our grades. We look 
better, we feel better. One of the 
boys drank heavily during his 
freshman year. Consequently he 
flunked two of his subjects. This 
year since he gave. up beer drink- 
ing he has carried sophomore hon- 
ors. 

“Keep up with the good work, 
Mr. Morris, we are all behind you 
one hundred per cent.

“22. And it came to pass, 
that the beggar died, and was 
carried by the angels into 
Abraham’s bosom: the. rich 
man also died, and was buried;

“29. Abraham saith unto him, 
They have Moses and the 
prophets; (they have the Old 
Testament) let them have them. 

“30. And he said, Nay, fa- 

ther Abraham: but if one went 
unto them from the dead, they 
will repent. 
“31. And he said unto him, 
If they hear not Moses and 
the prophets, neither will they 
be persuaded, th®ugh one rose 
from the dead.’ 


History, Not A Parable 


I have often heard men ask 
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about the parable of “the rich man 
and Lazarus,” but it is not a para- 
ble. This is not a parable. The Bi- 
ble never called it a parable. If 
I should say, “Once upon a time 
long, long ago.in a far-off coun- 
try there was a fairy prince who 
rode out on a white charger. He 
came to a great castle and fought 
his way in and found a beautiful 
princess and carried her off and 
married her,’ that -might be: a 
fairy tale, a parable, a story, an 
illustration. But if I say, “This 
afternoon I got in my car and I 
came by for Brother Macauley,.and 
my wife, Viola Walden and Lola 
Bradshaw came with me to serv- 
ices at the Elgin Bible Church,” 
that is not a parable, that is not 
myth, a fairy tale. It is history; 
it actually happened. When you 
call names and places, literal 
names and literal places, that isn’t 
a parable. There is not any parable 
in the Bible that says, ‘Here Abra- 
ham did so and ‘so,” or “Here a 
man named Lazarus did so and so.” 


‘| This is actual history. This is the 


story of three men and God, and 
two of the men are called by name 
and the third man would have been 
perhaps, but he went to Hell, and 
this poor rich man no doubt had 
loved ones present who would have 
been embarrassed, so his name was 
not called. This is actual history. 
This really happened. Do not call 
this a parable.

Are You Ready To Die? 


' I want you to notice this. Here 
were two men and they both died. 
You know we had just as well face 
the fact of death. There was a 
time when men talked about death 
from the pulpit, when a man would 
go to a lost sinner and say, “Are 
you ready to meet God? Are you 


prepared to die?’ But today that ~~ 


would. be passé, obsolete! That 
would be without doubt ungra- 
cious, untactful, inelegant. Such a 
preacher would be called a fa- 
natic, indiscreet. Nevertheless, my 
friends, that is what honest preach- 
ers ought to say. You are going 
to die. Those that are saved and 
are ready. when Jesus comes will 
be taken up, all the saved, instant- 
ly in the air to meet the Lord. Of 
all others, “It is appointed unto 
man once to die and after that the 
judgment.” God has appointed men 
to die and you are going to die! 
The Scripture says this poor beg- 
gar died and was carried by the 
angels unto Abraham’s bosom, and 
the rich man died and was buried 
and went to Hell. People have to 
die. Preachers ought to preach 
more on death. I know now and 
then people say, “I don’t like 


death-bed tales in the pulpit.’ No, 
sure you don’t but the fact of the 
business is, you won't like a dedth- 
bed_in your bedroom, either, but _

And a man is a fool who does 
not face the fact of death. 


A preacher is a coward who does 
not preach about death. A preach- 
er isn’t honest with God and is not 
honest with the people, isn’t true 
to his holy calling and isn’t preach- 
ing the Bible if he doesn’t preach 
about death. “It is appointed unto 
men once to die,” and you will die. 
Now already some of you have 


the cancer in your body that will} 


take you to the grave in 1941. 
Some of you have already harden- 


xing of the arteries and high blood 


pressure. From the pressure sur- 
denly a capillary in the brain will 
snap, and a clot of blood form. 
Suddenly there will be paralysis, 
perhaps of one side, then a few 
short struggling hours when you 
can’t move your lips to call on 
God, and then you will be dead, 

Listen. to me. We have started 
in 1941. A number of you here 
will have 1941 engraved on your 
tombstone. It is appointed unto 
man to die! Over here is an under- 
taking parlor. The coffin is al- 


. ready in the back room in which 


somebody who hears me now will 
be buried. Men are.dying, dying! 
Man begins to die as soon as he is 
barn, 

How many people are here to- 
night? About 225 or 240, I guess. 
All right. Suppose in this crowd 
everybody dies by the_ time they 
are sixty years old. How old are 
you, son? (To a lad who answers 
“seventeen.”’ ) 
with God the other night. All right. 
He is seventeen years old. Suppose 
he lives to be sixty years. That 
would make. you seventy-seven 

old. There is not much 
chance of you living Jonger than 
that. 

All right. Brother, how old are 
you? (To a man who answers, 
“Twenty-nine.’’) Suppose you live 
sixty years. That would make you 
eighty-nine. I don’t think you will 
live that long. 

‘How old are you? (To another 
man who answers, ‘Forty-six.’’). 
Let’s shake hands. You and I are 
about the same age. I am forty- 
five. Well, here is a fellow, if he is 
going to live sixty years longer, 


would be 106 years old. All right, 


practically everybody here will be 
dead in sixty years unless Jesus 
comes and takes- us away, prac- 
tically everybody, with maybe one 
or two exceptions out of this crowd 
here. Then there will have to be 
four out of this crowd that will 
die fy this time next year, maybe 
five, four or five who are here to- 
night will die in 1941! Put it down, 
according to the law of averages, 
four of this crowd will die this 
year, in these twelve months now 
begun. Then four more will die 
each year till all die. You are go- 
ing to die! _ ! 

You say, “That will be the other 
fellow.”’ You think so but you are 
going to die. You can’t cheat the 
law of averages. 

A man is a fool who doesn’t get 
ready to die. A man who is not 
ready to die is not fit to live. You 
are going to die. The poor man 
died, and the rich man died as well

died, sure he did. .He had sores 
all over him. He had sores, but he

ers Clinic like the one at Rochester, 
Minnesota, so he had to die. That 
poor man died, sure. But the rich 
man died, too! Oh, yes, well people 
die the same as sick people. And 
the rich people die the same as 
poor people. You are going to die. 
A fellow in the best of heaith may 
be the first to die. Maybe the 
youngest will die before the oldest 
one here. You can’t tell. 


I remember in Binghamton, New 
York, in February, 1¥36, I preached 
one night on ‘“fhe Electrocution of 
Bruno Hauptmann.” He was al- 
ready condemned to die in the elec- 
tric chair not a month away. I 


preached that night on the wages | - 


of sin, and the certainty of death 
for sin, and then I said, ‘‘But some- 
body here who hears me now will 
die before Bruno Hauptmann does; 
before this thirty days is up — 
that man waits in his cell and 
death seems certain to him in 
thirty days. It is surer than that 
for somebody here right tonight.

A man helped close the doors of 
that Binghamton theater where the 
meetings were held, and got in his 
car to drive home. On the icy 
streets the car went from one side 
to the other» Someone said to 
him, ‘‘What’s the matter, Dad?”’ 

“Oh, my head!” — 

Someone got around and pushed 
him over and drove the car home. 
At midnight they took him to the 
hospital, and at four o’clock the 
next morning he was dead, a man 


who heard me say that that night.” 


I tell you, you are going to die. A 
man is a fool that doesn’t get ready 
to die. 

Somebody says, ‘‘You can’t scare 
me.” Maybe I can’t. I don’t care 
whether you are scared-or not 
scared, you will die just the same. 
You had just as weil put it down, 
you are going to die. May God 
give grace for you to see it. I am 
speaking tonight as a dying man 
to other dying men. You must die. 
I tell you, you can find peace in 
the heart, and assurance, you can 
look death in the face unafraid, 
after you are saved. I beg you, 
don’t sleep until you know you are 
ready, 


Heaven or Hell Follow Death 
Immediately 


Immediately after death there 
comes Heaven or Hell. What about 
purgatory? What about limbo? 
What about soul-sleeping? Some- 
body says, “What about a chance 
to pay out for your sins and get a 
new start later on?” ‘There is noth- 
ing about it at all. Or somebody 
says, “Where do our Catholic 
priests get their idea about limbo 
and purgatory?” They got it out 
of a covetous heart to take advan- 
tage of poor people. It is not in 
the Bible. 

The word purgatory és not in 
the Bible. The word limbo is not 
in the Bible, and there is no other 
word like it in the Bible, neither 
in English or in Greek. It is an 
invention, a fiction, out of whole 
cloth by people who want to take 
advantage of poor people and 
wring money from bereaved hearts 
of those who have lost their loved 
ones. 

Do you know what the farmer 
said the first time he saw a 
giraffe? He said, “There ain’t no 
sich an animal as that.” And so it 
is about purgatory. There is no 
purgatory. No, the rich man died, 
and was buried, and in Hell he lift 
up his eyes being in torments. 
There was no purgatory there, it 
was Hell immediately. Poor Laz- 
arus died and was carried instant- 
ly by the angels to Abraham’s 
bosom. All right, then, my friends, 
I tell you, there is not any soyl 
sleeping. There is not any time of 
atoning for sin. It is either Heav- 
en or Hell, the second the breath 
leaves your body. 

My mother lay on her death-bed 
and said, “I can see Jesus and my 
baby now.” She made us promise 
to meet her in Heaven, and she 
smiled and went to sleep. I am 
sure she is in Heaven. But many 
men have died unsaved, have 
screamed in torment saying, “The 
demons are coming for me. Don’t 
you hear the rattling of the 
chains?” After death it is heaven 
or Hell instantly. When death 
comes then it is the last chance to 
be saved. — 

People sometimes very foolishly 
pray, “Lord, save us in Heaven.” 
Now that is not the place to get 


| saved. It is down here. Don’t ever 


prayer. Nobody was ever saved 
except here, while they were in 
their right. minds. In this world, in

place of torment. Here a man was 
buried and he lifted up his eyes in 
torments, he died and was buried. 
and in hell he lifted up his eyes, 
being in torments. 

Somebody says, “Well, brother

come to the conclusion by the Bi- 
ble that Hell is only the grave.” 
I say, you are a lying imposter. 
You never did anything of the kind. 
There is no man who has ever lived 
that came to that conclusion from 


from somewhere else but not from 


from Pastor Russell. People don’t 
want to believe in Hell, just like 
they don’t want the death penalty 
for murder, do not want whip- 
ping children to make them mind. 
People don’t want to believe that 


don’t want to believe the Bible 
about that: But it is true! Hell 
follows death for the unconverted 
sinner. 

You know why I preach about 
Hell? It is in the Bible! You are 
going to believe what the Bible 
says or throw away the Bible, that 
is all. If the Bible isn’t true about 
Hell, it is not true about Heaven. 
If it is not true about Hell, it is a 
pack of lies, myths, legends, and 
cannot be trusted. 

And that is not all. When you 
threw away Hell, you threw away 
Jesus Christ. Jesus Christ was the 
biggest crook that ever lived if all 
tie said about Hell wasn’t so. Then 
He was no better than I am if He 
was ignorant about Hell. me was 
as much a deceiver as any false 
prophet if He didn’t tell the truth 
about Hell. You will have to take 
the Bible and Jesus and Hell, or 
not take any of them. Oh, yes, 
here is a man who woke up in Hell 
being in torments. Hell is a literal 
place. And he said, “Warn my five 
brothers lest they also come to this 
place of torments.” : 

Heaven is a real place, a literal 
place. It has gold in the streets, 
it has walls, it has gates of pearis, 
it has trees, it has the river of life. 
It has mansions. Heaven is a real 
place. It is a lovely place. It has 
people with physical bodies, it has 
cities and walls, and streets and 
trees and rivers and people.

Notice this: the rich man down 
in Hell left his body still in the 
grave. How could he see? 
Here was a man in Hell and he 


talked. His tongue was still in the’ 


grave, how could he talk? Here 
was a man down in Hell, and he 


‘heard. His ears and his body were 


in the grave-still buried away, and 
yet he heard! 

Let me tell you something, after 
the soul of a man goes to Hell, 
there will come a time later when 
his body will be raised, and after 
the last judgment will go to Hell 
with the soul. God gave John a 
vision of the resurrection of the 
unsaved dead and their judgment. 
Revelation, chapter twenty, tells 
us, “I saw the dead small and great 
stand before God and the books 
were opened,” and death and Hell 
opened up, and death emptied out 
those in it, and the sea and the 
graves gave up those in them, and 
they came to stand before God. 
And it will come to pass! Every 
knee is going to bow, in the flesh, 
wicked, proud knees, and every 
tongue (literal tongues), every. 
tongue is going to confess to God. 
Now, listen, there is coming a time 
when the bodies and souls of sin- 
ners will be dragged out of the 
graves and out of Hell and re- 
united and then be cast into the 
lake of fire forever, in Hell. 

efore that time, how can a man 
talk and hear and pray? That’s 
easy. These ears don’t hear. It is 
the man inside that uses them for 
microphones, that’s all. Sometime 
when I die, and if you come by and 
see me lying there in the casket 
and you say, “Doesn’t he look 
natural?’’ I won’t hear you. Or 
you might say, “He always was a 
kind of a nut,” you won’t hurt my 
feelings —- those ears won’t hear. 
Let me tell you, my friend, these 
ears don’t hear.’ It is the man in- 
side that hears. I say, as far as 
the body is concerned, these eyes 
do not see. They are only windows. 
It is the man inside that is look- 
ing out, that is all. 


The five senses belong to the 
soul, not to the body. Their con- 
nection with the body is only inci- 
dental. God talks and sees and feels 
and hears. God does that without 
a human body, doesn’t He? Isn’t 
that right, Pastor Macaulay? (He 
is my pastor and I’ve got to do it 
right!) So a man in Hell has all 
his senses, before his body gets to 
Hell. Now let me tell you, a man 
in Hell is tormented, every sense 
is tormented in Hell. He sees, 
hears, talks, pleads, remembers, in 
Hell! That is what Hell is like. 
Don’t think it is sleeping. Don’t 
think it is a half-conscious state. 
All the nerves and mind and brain 
and memory and remorse like the 
gnawing of maggots — so it is 
going to be in Hell.

The 
only reason any one goes to Hell 
is because he is not one of God’s 
children. You won’t let God save 
you and change that dirty heart. 
That is the reason you are going 
to Hell. God doesn’t send His chil- 
dren to Hell. He sends the devil’s 
children to Hell.” 

All these people that can’t be- 
lieve in Hell—wait a minute. 
Where did you hear so much about 
a loving God? How do you know 
God is a loving God? How do you 
know God is so good and tender? 
Wait a minute, you can’t use the 
Bible. J am using the Bible, and 
the Bible says he will go to Hell. 
No, you can’t use the Bible, broth- 
er. You cannot use the Bible about 
a loving God unless you believe 
what the Bible says about sinners 
going to Hell. When you read the 
Bible you will see that God will 
let every sinner go to Hell who 
dies without Christ. — 

The Bible has a whole lot to say 
about God being a God of love, 
but He is not a doting old grand- 
father. That is not what God is. 
“Our God is a consuming fire” 
(Deut. 4:24). Why don’t you 
preach that, preachers? 

Why don’t you preach, “The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6: 
23), and, “It is a fearful thing 
to fall into the hands of the living 
God” (Heb. 10:31). 

Why don’t you preach, “God is 
angry with the wicked every day” 
(Psa. 7:11). Why don’t you preach 
that part of the Bible? 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out,” says Numbers 32:23. 

“The way of transgressors is 
hard,” says Proverbs 13:15. Why 
not preach that? 


“Be not deceived, God is not 
mocked, for whatsoever a. man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 
That is in the Bible, too; in Ga- 
latians 6:7. Let me tell you, the 
Bible teaches that sinners who die

against him, and was sent to the 
pen for the second time. Finally 
e made his escape and shot Major 
wson, a guard at the pen. He 


was caught and sent to the electric 


chair this time. Do you believe a 
loving God would let Raymond 
Hamilton land in jail, and then in 
the pen and then in ‘“‘the hot seat” 
for sin? Well, He did allow it, yes, 
commands the death penalty in 
such cases. Then you think in the 
next world God would meet him 
and say, “Pardon me, Raymond, I 
was a little hard on you. I have 
changed my mind. I don’t mind 
about sin now.” If you think that, 
you haven’t got any sense! 

You don’t believe a loving God 
will let a sinner go to Hell!

I am glad God called me 
to be a preacher. Sometimes I 
take a little too much burden on 
me and get to feeling sorry for my- 
self. But then I think of preach- 
ers who long to have meetings and 
who don’t have the calls I have and 
I beg God to forgive me. I look 
forward to the time when one day 
I can take off my armour, and then 
I will rest and get my vacation. 
Then I will get my reaping time. 
For all the years I have toiled and 
sweated for Jesus, one of these 
days I will have a pay day! 

Many think I enjoy this business 
of being thought a fanatic and a 
fool and a nut.

You 
had as well have him committed 
to an insane asylum, have the 
county judge certify it (as was 
the custom there), and put him in 
a padded cell, because he will not 
have any peace here anyway.” 

His mother said, “No, sir. I will 


not send my baby to a padded cell.. 


I will take care of my baby.” 


The doctor said, ‘You can’t care 
for him. You can’t help him any.” 


But the mother said, “You are 
foolish.if you think I will send my 
boy to an insane asylum. I will 
take care of my boy.” 


And she did take care of him. 
She dressed him and fed him. She 
cut up his food for him, and 
through the days and weeks that 
went on, and her face became 
more lined and her hair more 
white. Her poor face showed that 
she had the burden and the sorrows 
of the world. That mother’s hopes 
and aims and ambitions for her 
boy crumbled about her head, but 
she went on like blind mother’s 
love will.

I am 
glad that you landed just where 
amps No, no! God is not will- 
Oe that any should perish but 
Shat all ait alot come to repentance 
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“Did Paul Have To 
Pray Three Days Be- 
fore He Was Saved?”’ 


A reader from Belmont, Missis- 
sippi, asked the above question. 
Here is the editor’s answer: 

Dear Brother: 


Your letter of December 28 asks, 
“Did Paul have to pray three days 
before he was saved?”’ 


The answer is; no. Paul was 
saved on the road to Da- 
mascus the instant he trusted 
Christ. That is made clear in Acts 
9:3-6, I think, where we find Paul 
calling Jesus “Lord,” and utterly 
surrendering to His will. 


Later Paul himself tells the story 
of his conversion before Agrippa, 
in Acts 26:13-19. This experience 
of Paul’s shows that he was saved 
on the road to Damascus, and not 
oniy saved but called to preach and 
given instructions from the Lord. ° 


Then in First Corinthians 15:8 
Paul says, “And last of all he was 
seen of me also, as of one born 
out of due time.” This verse says 
that Paul saw the _ resurrected 
Christ. That was on the road to 
Damascus. And then Paul says he 
was “as of one born out of due 
time.” That is, Paul was born 
again on the road to Damascus. 
He was born again when he saw 
the resurrected Christ, in that vi- 
sion and the bright light, on the 


road to Damascus. 


Again, when you consider what 
Ananias said when he came to see 
Paul, three days after the experi- 
ence on the Damascus road, it be- 
comes clear that Paul was already 
saved. Acts 9:17 says: 


“And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the house; 
and putting his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, 
even Jesus, that appeared un- 
to thee in the way as thou 
camest, hath sent me, that 
thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” 


In that verse note the following 


facts: (1) Ananias called Saul 
“Brother Saul.”’ He was already a 
brother in Christ, already saved. 
2. Ananias did not come to get 
him saved, but came “that thou 
mightest receive thy sight, and be 
filed with the Holy Ghost.” Paul 
received his sight, and was filled 
with the Holy Ghost when Ananias 
came to see him. He was not saved 
then and there. No, he had been 
saved three days before. 


Note what Paul did pray for dur- 
ing those three days and nights. He 
evidently prayed that he might re- 
ceive his sight and be filled with 
the Holy Ghost. Paul’s fasting 
(verse 9) and his praying (verse 
11), were for soul winning power, 
the power of the Holy Spirit, to do 
what God had already called him 
to do as a preacher and apostle to 
the Gentiles. 


Paul was instantly saved, by 
simply trusting Christ. It never 
took anybody in the world three 
days to get saved. Cornelius may 
have gone on in ignorance for three 


BOOK REVIEW 


"Searching the Scriptures” 
By J. E. McKee 


Here are outlines, striking truths, 
scriptural facts taken from the 
Scriptures in order from Genesis 
through every book in the Bible. 
They are illustrated by personal 
experiences and interspersed by ex- 
hortations and inspirations. There 
is a real wealth of material here, 
nearly all of it very good. In one 
volume it would be impossible, of 
course, to thoroughly cover all the 
Bible. For example, there are 
thirty-four pages on the book of 
John, and only five lines on First 
Peter. The author takes a strong - 
stand for the inspiration of the 
Scriptures, and all the fundamen- 
tals of the faith. He is definite 
and striking in his loyalty to the 
Word of God and his opposition to 
modernism and unbelief. A fine 
fervor is felt throughout the book, 
and we believe that it ought to do 
much good. Most preachers would 
find help in the outlines and il- 
lustrations, and surely Sunday 
School teachers, Bible students 
and theological students would find 
much to enlighten and inspire. 


The book ought to have a Table 
of Contents and the two pages of 
index are good but not nearly large 
enough to make available the rich 
contents of the book for ready ref- 
erence. 


Doctrinally, the book is good. In 
several places we felt the author 
followed too closely the Scofield 
notes, as for example in the mat- 
ter of the unproven “unclassified 
interval” of Genesis 1:2 and of a 
previous creation and fall, and de- 
struction of the earth; in the treat- 
ment of Pentecost; in supposing a 


| transition period in Acts, etc. But 


these are small flaws in a splendid 
book.

Do you know why a man stays 
in Hell forever? (The rich man is 
still-there.) Because they are stil 
sinners! He prayed but he didn’t 
pray for mercy for his suul. me 
prayed but he didn’t repent. The 
rich man in Hell. knew why he 
went to Hell: “Go tell my five 
brothers. Maybe they will repent.’ 
He knew: he went to Hell because 
he didn’t repent. Yet in Hell he 
still didn’t repent. He is still pun. 
isned because he keeps on sinning 
in Hell. Oh, my. friends, some of 
you may say, “l am a vircuous 


woman,” but you won’t be after. 


you have been in Hell a while. 
There is no restraint of mothers, 
no respectability. Some man may 
say, “Iam honest. I pay my honest 
debts.” You may do it now, but 
not after you have been in Hell a 
while, with every kind of safe- 
guard, every kind of help and base 
and prop and encouragement gone. 


When that is all gone in Hell you 
won’t be good: In Hell you will 
be a poor old Christ-rejecting, 
hard-hearted, incurable sinner, and 
you will stay in Hell because you 
are still an incurable sinner, and 
when the years have gone, a mil- 
lion times a million times, you will 
still be in Hell in eternal torment.

I felt led 
to walk down the aisle and person- 
ally ask each of them if she would 
accept Christ. Both did and came 
to the front to make their profes- 
sion. 

Dear Brother J. R. Humphries, 
pastor of the Claim Street Bap- 
tist Church, Aurora, was present. 
I asked him to make sure that 
they had trusted the Saviour and 
had their doubts and questions an- 
swered from the Word of God. 
They sat in folding chairs near the 
front; he knelt before them with 
his open Bible and for some min- 
utes carefully made sure of their 
definite acceptance of Christ. When 
the service was dismissed and I 
passed by the place where they 
sat, there on the rubber matting 
was literally a pool of water where 
they had wept! 

I estimate that there were 75 
public professions of faith in Christ

Abraham, send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue: for I am tormented in this 
flame.” Abraham said, “There is a 
great gulf fixed.” The rich man 
said, “Can’t you help me? Then 
can Lazarus warn my five broth- 
ers to repent?” 

This man in Hell said in the 
midst of his own torment, his own 
remorse, his own prayers: “‘My five 


brothers! I have five younger 
brothers:-back at the _ father’s 
house.” He was rich. He had his 


own home but back at his father’s 
were his five brothers. The rich 
man in Hell said, “I led my broth- 
ers on in the way of sin. I told 
them it wouldn’t pay to be saved 
and they foltowed my footsteps.” 
He said in his heart, “I dread to 
meet them in Hell. They will curse 
me. Don’t let my brothers come 
here,”’ 

I want to find these five brothers! 
Sometimes here are difficulties and 
it is sometimes in season and some- 
times out of season, and sometimes 
people think I haven’ t any sense, 
sometimes they think I am a fa- 
natic, a nut, a fool, but I keep go- 
ing to find the five brothers of 
those in Hell, lost brothers who 
need the gospel! So I keep on 
preaching — let me tell you, my 
friend, a man in Hell cares about 
the lost. I don’t know why you 
don’t! 

A lot of people say, “Brother 
Rice, do you think we will know 
each other in Heaven?” 

“Yes, the Bible clearly teaches 
we will know each othér in Heav- 
en.” 

“Well; I don’t see how I could be 
happy. I would be so troubled up 
in Heaven if I knew my boy wasn’t 
there.” 

Would you? You are not troubled 
now. I don’t know how many peo- 
ple have told me, “I surely enjoy 
your preaching.”’ I wish you didn’t. 
I am not preaching for you to en- 
joy it. Some say, ‘Oh, it is a feast 
to my soul.” A revival isn’t just a 
feast. When the fire bells ring and 


the siren wails and the clang of 


the engines — that isn’t time to 


enjoy it. I am trying to take peo- 
ple out of the fire! And God knows 
it is time to pray and be con- 
cerned. Up in Heaven they rejoice 
over sinners saved — that is all 
Jesus is interested in up in Heav- 
en. And down in Hell people cry 
and pray for sinners here on earth! 
You leave your children at home, 
they have got to go to school. 
You are more interested in your 
children’s school than you are in 
their salvation. You are all fat on 
the Word. You feed and feed and 
feed and are lazy and trifling para- 
sites of the gospel, and you are 
sorry and insincere hypocrites as 
far as your lives are concerned, 
while in Hell people are begging 
for somebody to carry the gospel 
to their unsaved loved ones. One of 
these days you will meet God with 
blood on your souls of people you 
could have won, and you didn’t 
care! You say, “We are The Bible 
Church. We have had Brother Mc-

Men Go To Hell Because They 
Will Not Repent 


I hasten on. There is another 
word yet, and that is this. Why did 
this man go to Hell? Because he 
had so. much more money and 
didn’t take care of the poor man? 
No! I rather suppose they brought 
the poor man there because he 
could get something to eat out in 
front. The Bible didn’t hint that 
the rich man didn’t treat the beg- 
gar right. Abraham didn’t chide 
him. There wasn’t anything men- 
tioned about his money. You may 
be as covetous as Rockefeller, even 
if you are a pauper. 


You may be that poor, but nev- 
ertheless you can be just as 


‘covetous as anybody else. It is not 


a matter of how much or how little 
you have that “fakes you to Hell. 
Do you know why the rich man 
went to Hell? He knéW why he 
went to Hell. He said, ‘‘Go tell my 
five brothers that they may re- 


‘pent lest they also come to this 


place of torment.” He knew he 
went to Hell because he wouldn’t 
repent. 

That is an awfully old-fashioned 


word. Oh, preachers, we had better | 


be preaching more on repentance! 
God hates sin. We ought to get 
men to turn their héarts from sin, 
and warn.them that men who do 
not repent go to Hell. I know why 


this man went to Hell. A man told. 


me, “I am not going to start until 
the church people live just right. 
There are so many hypocrites in 
the church.” The truth of the mat- 
ter is, the reason that man wasn’t 
saved, was that in his poor, wicked, 
sin-loving hard heart, he was not 
willing to repent. He was not will- 
ing to turn his -heart on sin, You 
offer excuses, you offer lying alibis, 
but the one reason you are not 
saved is that in your proud, wicked 
heart you are not willing to turn 
your back on your sin. You must 
repent or perish. You must repent 
or you will wake up in the fires of 
torment like this rich man. 


Oh, tonight, why not say, “I am 


a sinner and I will repent of my. 


sins. I will turn my heart away 
from sin and trust Jesus Christ to 
forgive me and save me.” 
you tonight, turn and be saved. It 
isn’t a long process. By faith? Yes. 
But when one trusts, how can they 
turn to Jesus without turning 
away from sin and Satan. You 
can’t divide the thing up. God 
doesn’t. Won’t you turn to Christ 
and repent today? Why don’t you 
say tonight, “I will admit my sin 
and beg God for mercy and trust 
Him to forgive me and I will take 
Him as my Saviour tonight.” If 
you do not repent, you are going 
to wake up in torment. Tonight, 
turn and be saved. 


Oh, it is a sad, sad thing to 
preach on Hell.

And then he said to me, “John, 
I’m about to go to Hell! Don't 
you care whether I go to Hell?” 

I didn’t have any answer -for 
that. I waited a moment, and then 
said, ‘“‘T’ll be right down.” 

As quickly as I could I got 
dressed and ran down there in my 
car. I found him eaten up with 
venereal disease. 
fected with it that the doctor told 
him he didn’t dare kiss his baby 
boy, not even to touch him.

young man’s mother at Vernon to 
send a brother for him. 

But, oh! how it rang in my heart 
then and does now, when he said, 
“I am about to go to Hell, and I 
don’t want to go to Hell!” 

Some of you are, too. Do you 
want to go? Bless God, you don’t 
have to go to Hell! Praise God, 
God doesn’t want anybody to go 
to Hell. Jesus Christ died to keep 
people out of Hell. It is a sad thing 
I have been talking about but you 
don’t have to go to Hell. God is 
not willing that any should per- 
ish. “As I live, saith the Lord God, 
I have no pleasure in the death 
of the wicked.”’

Somebody tonight disagrees with 


this kind of preaching. Never you 


mind! There will come a time when 
you will wish you had a preacher 
like this, You don’t like for me to 
scare people.

Joseph was, and ran 
away. He was afraid of the rustle 


of unholy skirts. I am afraid of 


drink. I believe I wouldn’t drink a 
hajf glass of whiskey for any 
amount of money. I fear it. I 
have seen the ruin wrought by it. 
I know the tears and anguish it 
has caused and the souls it has 
damned. So sin is a fearful, wicked 
thing. If. you are lost, you had 
better be‘afraid and thank God 
that you do not have to die un- 
saved, 

If tonight. you will say, “In my 
heart I confess I am a sinner, 
Lord, forgive me,” He will forgive 
you. Jesus Christ died for sinners 
and’ He will save you tonight. 
Won't you turn and be saved? 

If you will say, “Lord, forgive, 
Lord, forgive,’’ He will forgive. Je- 
sus Christ died for sinners, and He 
will save you tonight. Won’t you 
turn and be saved? 


I wish tonight every Christian 
would listen to me. The man in 
Hell wanted his brothers saved. 
Don’t you want anybody saved to- 
night? I wouldn’t care about other 
things. If I had a loved one who 
might die and go to Hell, I would 
go to that one and say, “Come on, 
have it settled tonight.” Put your 
arm around that one and with tears 
and persuasion lead that one to 
the place where someone can take 


the Word of God and show him... 


how to be saved. It isn’t time for 
waiting when the fires of Hell are 
raging and multitudes are going. 
It is time to do what you can to 
get somebody saved. 

Somebody will go away lost to- 
night, not by my choice, not be- 
cause I haven’t tried. If I knew 


anything to keep you from your 


folly and get. you to turn and be 
saved, I would do it tonight. I am 
a very poor kind of a preacher, I 
wish I were a better one. God 
knows my heart. From the bottom 
of my soul I believe what I am 
preaching, Brother Macaulay. It 
is a fearful thing, but people will 
have to face an angry God if they 
do not repent. Tonight I want you 
to do it, and say, “I will not be a 
fool. Tonight I will repent and be 
saved before I wake up in the 
fires of torment. I will turn, to 
Christ and be saved tonight.” 

Won’t you do that tonight?
